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In response to the Notification of Non-Compliance dated January 27, 2005, 
Applicant requests that the following remarks be considered. 
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REMARKS 

In a telephone interview on February 7, 2005, Applicant's representative, 
Wesley Ashton (Reg. No. 47,395), and Examiner Daniel Felten (703-305-0724) of the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) discussed Examiner Felten's 
objections to the Appeal Brief previously filed October 22, 2004. Examiner Felten 
has objected to the Appeal Brief for failing to comply with 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.192(c)(5) 
and 1.192(c)(7) as outlined in the Notice of Non-Compliance dated January 27, 2005. 

However, 37 C.F.R. S 1.192 was removed and reserved as of September 13, 
2004 . Therefore, the objections raised by the Examiner are moot as pertaining to 
regulations that were no longer in effect at the time Applicant's Appeal Brief was 
filed on October 22, 2004. Thus, the objections must be reconsidered and withdrawn.

Therefore, Applicant respectfully requests that the 
Appeal Brief filed October 22, 2004 be considered on its merits, and the above- 
captioned application allowed for the reasons of record.
